Tho princo did not rocoive or read either of 
ho letters. They were ill a 'female hand 
and demanded that tho prince should sond • 
£750 to tho writer who named a time and 
>laco for receiving 
tho 
money. 
Tho 


iquorry turned the letters over to the 
roh'co, who wroto 
to tho address given 


>y tho writer accepting tho appointment. 
!Vo detectives went to tho appointed place 
and found tho woman waiting for tho 
money. They told lier that thoy hod been 
authorized to satisfy her demaud and they 
landed her a heavy' parcel filled with 
arthings. 
They arrested her. 
In her 


right she disclosed her identity, and that 
of her accomplice nnd putative husb&nd. 
'olm Magoe was speedily arrosted, and both 
ihe prisoners woro arraigned before a umgis- 
ruto and remanded for examination. 


There is groat curiosity as to tho contents 


jf the threatening letters. A press corre- 
ponclent called at Morlborough house Fri- 
day evonlr.g and »uw the equerry who 
ntercopted tbo loiters. Tho correspondent 
asltod to bo allowed to copy the letters, but 
ho equerry said it was now out of his 
power to grant that request. 
On. being 


asked to describe tho contents of the letters, 
ie answered with apparent frankness that 
tho letters said tho writer was an emissary 
of n. secret society and had been ordered to 
iiill tho princo of Wales; that sho did not 
want to obey tho order, but wiis wholly in 
.ho power o£ tho society and would bo corn- 
wiled to commit tho nun-dor unless she 
:ould get nwiiy from England, and that 
iho wanted £750 to enable hor to emigrate 
to America and quit all conspiracies for- 
iver. 


If thoro is nothing in tho mysterious let- 


tors that is more compromising than tho 
equerri3*'s answer indicates, they will prob- 
iblv bo mudo public at the police court. Urs. 
Magoo was afterward seen by tho corre- 
spondent, but sho resolutely refused to an- 
wor iuiy questions as to the contents of tho 
ettor, or to say whether thu version given 
Lhovo is, or is not correct. Sho denied that 
ho wroto tho letters, and declared that hor 
confession that she had done so was forced 
rrom her by tho detectives, who, sho says, 
-ortured her and subjected her to various 
udignities when they had her alone in a 
•ooni. Tho detectives, who are reputable 
nspoctors of police, deny this cluirgo, and 
say that tho woman's confession was quite 
voluntary.

"Shut tho door, man," said tho teller, 


"Do you want to freeze us out with that 
cold draft?" 


"That's all right," eaid the visitor, "can 


you change that draft?" 


"WhatdraCt? 
You didn't give mo 


any." 


"Ye si did. That air draft, of course, 


you lubber," yelled the man, aud he was 
gone, while the bank boys drew lots to 
see who should kick the teller. 


We present to our readers this after- 


noon a portrait engraved from a photo- 
graph of the JRev. Thomas Harrison, the 
''Boy Preacher," whose revival labors are 
DOW in progress at the Court Street M. 
E. ohuroh. The following sketch of his 
life will bo of interest to our readers: 


Mr. Harrison is a sliRhtly built, ner- 


vous man, about 5 feet G inches in height 
with s perfectly hairless face. He is, 
like most of the evangelists, of English 
descent. His father, Kiohard Harrison, 
was a jresident of Novia Scolin, 
Tho 


evangelist was|born on Christmas' day, 
1854. He dates his conversion from the 
death of his yonngor brother in 1SG9, 
which avent created a great impression 
un his mind. At that time lie was a 
clerk in a store, but by; tho advice of a 
Methodist minister he at once com- 
menced a course of training for the min- 
etry, at Wilbraham academy, and after 
studying a short time be commenced to 
preach in the churches in the neighbor- 
hood. WhilestiUa student, 17 yenrs 
old, he was licenced to preach by tho 
Methodist Episcopal church. He was 
afterwards received into the Brooklyn 
Lay College, under tho care of Dr, Ta'.- 
mage. It is probable |(hat he acquired 
many eccentricities of manner from that 
gentleman. Sinao that time [ho has held 
revivals at churohes all over the country 
from Boston to California, At Denver 
Colorado, last year he hsld meetings in 
a skating rink holding from 3,500 to 
4,000 people, and was assisted in the 
labor by two bishops of tho Methodist 
church, 


The most successful field that lha boy 


preacher has harvested in is Dr. Tal- 
mage's Tabernacle, Brooklyn. This re- 
vival waa unprecedented in tho history 
of the church. The spacious structure 
was crowded nightly for nine weeks with- 
out any abatement whatever. 
Twelve 


hundred conversions were the fruits of 
the harvest. Many of these were persons 
belonging to other cities, and some have 
united with other churches in Now York. 
One night, when the question was raised 
in the Tabernacle, "What shall we do?" 
Dr. Talmago put tho question and said: 
"I ask all those whose common sense 
tells them it is better to go on for two or 
three evenings longer, to manifest their 
desire by rising." All of the 0,000 arose. 
Dr. Talmage, a Presbyterian 
minister, 


then announced the continuance of the 
meetings by Mr. Harrison, a Methodist 
revivalist, and eaid very distinctly in a 
determined manner, "I wish, as a part ef 
our approbation ol the valuable services 
rendered by our brother, that we ull ex- 
press our heartfelt and unqualified ap- 
proval of the way in which he works. 
Hie services certainly eclipse the ways o 
all other evangelists that tho church ha 
over seen." 


Mr. Hamsun claims to have witnessed 


over 20,000 souls converted since ho was 
licensed to preaoh. He modestly avers 
' that the success which has attouded his 
labors is not due (o any ability ho 
possesses in Himself, nor is it the result 
of any oratorical power of which he is 
master. It is simply and solely the work 
of the Holy Spirit which God has vouch- 
safed to bestow in answer to earnest 
prayer, and on His divine power tho 
young evangelist relies in a spirit of sim- 
ple dependence for a continued blessing 
m bis future efforts." 


Court Street cbnrch was crowded last 


evening, with the largest audience which 
has assembled since the revival meetings 
commenced. Many new facea were no- 
ticed, and much curiosity manifested. 
Ibo leit of the evening waa selected 
from the book of Chronicles, and before 
it was commenced, Mr. Harrison gave a 
vivid description of 
its 
character, 


and 
defined 
it 
as 
peculiar 
in 


that it contained the conditions of sal- 
vation. The first word of tho text was 
"It" and tho first hai£ ot the passage of 
ocriptare was full of sunlight anB hope, 
while the last half was filled with diapair 
and was darker than the darkest .'mid- 
night. 


"If thou seek the .Lord with all thy 


heart, He will be found of thee, bat if 
t,bou seek Him not, he will cast theo off 
forever." The only condition of Salva- 
tion ia seeking God with all the heart 
For holt an hour this truth was applied' 
with great earnestness and produced a 
thoughtful, tenons feeling all through 
the vast audience, paople who wore 
attracted to tho meeting from curiosity 
rsmained to think candidly of the great 
problem of the mysterious life beyond. 
When the invitation came for every 
Christian in the house to rise and spend 
B moment ia silent prayer, nearly hall 
the audience complied with the request, 
and during this impressive service, in 
response to BU invitation for any present 
who desired the prayers of Christian peo- 
ple, to rise, here and there all over the 
honee were noticed tbase who expressed 
a williugnoBB to seek God. 
The altar 


was soon filled with earnest seekers and 
»n hour spent in prayer and sacred song, 
resulted in bringing hope and light to 
many burdened hearts. 


The growing interest in the meetings 


indicates that thought is.being directed 
into channels heretofore neglected, and 
leading out toward human destiny, be- 
yond the bounds of time. 


The meeting of laat evening although 


largely attended differed in some re- 
spect* from the Thursday night service. 
Tbe samejfeeling of solemnity prevailed, 
but more restraint was apparent, pro- 
duced, perhaps, by 
the standard: of 


Christian giving, and the neceesity of 
knowing tho exact date oficonversion aa 
defined by tho speaker. Mr. Harrison 
is ooafident, howevor, that a great work 
wiil yet be accomplished ia Janeeville, 
and that the city is about to be visited 
with a gracious outpouring of tho Holy 
Spirit. Meetings . this afternoon and 
evening as usual. The first service to- 
morrow will occur at B quarter before 
ten in the morning and continue through 
the day end evening.
